A. L. Harder local commercial 


manager of the New York Telephone 
Company, makes the following state- 
ment regarding the new addition to 
tbe local telephone plant: 


"To provide the necessary qnar- 


ten for boosing additional repeater 
equipment for use in connection with 
Its New York-Albany toll cable, tbe 
New York Telephone Company has 
purchased property having a front- 
age of one hundred and twenty.*wo 
feet on West O'Reilly street and a 
depth of 100 feet. 
On this plot the 


company plans to erect a two story 
and basement extension to its pres- 
ent bulldlfg. 
Tbe extension will be 


69 ft. x CS ft. and of Ore proof brick 
construction throughout and 
will 


coat approximately $160,000. 
The 


work on the building probably will 
be started this fall. 


In the basement of thli new build- 


ing a beating and power plant will be 
installed. 
The first floor will be 


utilised entirely for telephone re- 
peal* equipment 
and associated 


equipment. 
The second floor will be 


used entirely for operators' quarters, 
Including a kitchen and dining room. 


The rapid growth tor telephone rs- 


long distance telephone service be- 
tween New York cUy and the north- 
ern part of tbe Empire State has re- 
sulted in the use of cable between 
the metropolis and Catskill, in place 
of open wire circuits. 


The utilization of cable will per- 


mit a larger number of circuits to be 
concentrated along one line, 
and 


since cable frees the telephone cir- 
cuits from much of the trouble caui- 
ed by high winds and winter storms 
this step in long distance telephony 
is an important one toward securing 
continuous service. 


Kingston being at tbe entrance to 


the entire Catakill country, and also 
in direct line between New York and 
Albany, is an important center In 
this long distance 
cable system 


route.. 
Small, conductor! when used 


for long distance telephone circuits 
are the cause of losses to voice cur- 
rents which do not occur with open 
wire. To reinforce these currents, 
to reconcentrate them, and to add 
new energy to the lines, devices 
known as telephone repeaters are 
connected to the 
more important 


lines in tbe Kingston station. These 
repeaters receive tbe Incoming voice 
currents from the line in either di- 
rection and magnify them 
before 


sending them on. This amplification 
of current makes it possible to secure 
as good transmission of the voice on 
very'long circuits as Is possible on 
shorter circuits where repeaters are 
ittot required."
